In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 


37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner discussed with the applicant the addition of the 
language of "disposed within said float chamber" after assembly in line 4 of claim 37. The examiner explained that this 
would positively claim the location of the sealing assembly. The applicant indicated that the amedment to the claim 
would be acceptable. The examiner and applicant also discussed the cancellation of claim 16 as being drawn to a 
non-elected species. The applicant agreed to the cancellation since the independent claim was not generic.
